Downing, collar and harness maker, Lynn, 1814”, and round the 
sides ‘‘ The Tyrant is fallen, Britons Rejoice’’, shuttle shape, 
327n.; a zinc Napoleon Box; two silver-mounted Boxes; a 
folding Miniature Case with two double miniatures and flowers 
on the cover ; and one other Box 6 


An oblong silver-mounted piqué Tobacco Box with a man playing 
bagpipes and nine other people dancing round in Morris style, 
427m. ; a silver-mounted Snuff Mull with seal’s head ; and two 
piqué Snuffboxes. 4 


An Irish armorial shell Snuffbox with the arms of Levett, by William 
Clarke of Cork, circa 1720 (cf. Jackson, p. 169) ; two other armor- 
ial shell and silver-mounted Snuffboxes ; and two piqué Snuft- 
boxes 5 


A Dutch carved wood Snuffbox, in the form of a book with emblems 
of the Crucifixion on the front and a man ploughing on the 
reverse ; another, carved with a stag-hunting scene ; three other 
carved wood Boxes ; anda silver-mounted gourd Scent Flagon 6 


A French carved wood Tobacco Rape with crown, fleur-de-lys and 
interlaced floral morifs, 9}7n. ; two other carved wood Tobacco 
Rapes ; a fine walnut Scent Bottle Case ; and an Ugly Man Snuff 
Box 6

A large silver-mounted armorial shell Snuffbox, 3%c7. ; another, 
smaller with the arms of Mansell ; another with a crest ; an old 
English hair work piqué Snuffbox ; four good piqué Plaques ; 
and two other painted Plaques 10 


Sportinc. A pair of circular papier maché Snuffboxes, painted 
with aman witha gun and a water spaniel retrieving a mallard, 
and on the other the same man with a stag and hounds, 34m. ; 
and a fine silver-gilt Box, decorated on the lid in mosaic with a 
boar hunt, chased borders, 34in., Birmingham 1834 3 


A good circular piqué-point tortoiseshell Snuffbox, with a regular 
radiating and cruciform design of flowers and amatory trophies, 
3iin. ; another, perhaps of Jacobite significance with a stag at 
lodge, in a landscape, in silver piqué, perhaps referring to 
James II in exile ; three other piqué pieces ; and a finely carved 
and pierced ivory Shuttle with amorini mid foliage in shagreen 
case, 630m. 6 


A silver Snuffbox, repoussé with figures and of shell shape, inscribed 
round the rim “ My love shall not die when thy Beauty fades, 
That shall wait on me to the lower shades”’ ; an Augsberg Box, 
also with figures, ciyca 1747, 347. ; a Napoleon Pipe ; two filigree 
Boxes ; and five other pieces 10 


An Irish silver circular Box, the interior divided by a partition, the 
lid with the crest of Plunkett, Dublin, circa 1824, 340n. ; an oval 
silver Snuffbox with the crest and motto of Fawcett, mother-o’- 
pearl base, 37u. ; and a boat-shaped double compartment Box, 
330m. 3 


An attractive 18th Century set of four Counter Boxes with bone and 
ivory card counters, painted in yellow and red, the lids with 
revolving markers and scorers, in fitted wooden box, 74.
